The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the art of record discloses a telescopic support comprising the elements 
recited in independent claims 1 and 10, particularly a driving element including a jaw 
formed with at least one ratchet, wherein the driving element can be pivoted on the tube 
in a direction so as to engage the ratchet thereof with the ratchets of the elongated 
element and in an opposite direction so as to disengage tiie ratchet thereof from the 
ratchets of the elongated element and pivot the locking element for disengaging the 
ratchet of the locking element from the ratchets of the elongated element.
